(Experimental Farms Note) 

In the Canadian grown grains 
the swine feeder has an ideal 
basal mixture ior swine ol all 
ages. The three common feeds, 
oais, barley and wheat can he 
varied in their proportion to 
suit the nc;?ds of the pigs at 
various ages and under difier- 
ent conditions. When correctly 
jjioportioned and a protein sup¬ 
plement included, these grains 
liave proven practically the eq¬ 
ual of similar mixtures contain¬ 
ing corn. Furlhei, the quality 
and typo of the barley fed hogs 
k; considered much superior to 
those finished on corn. 

Experiments have been car¬ 
ried on at a number of Domin¬ 
ion Expel imental Farms on tho 
relative feeding values of corn 
and the Canadian grown grains. 
The results from several Fanii:^ 
have been compiled and studied 
by the Animal Ilu.sbaiulry Div¬ 
ision of the Central Experimen¬ 
tal I* arm. Ottawa. They reveal 
that corn and barley when fed 
in mixtures to growing and fat¬ 
tening swine are practically 
equal in leeding value, 

.As a typical example-, an -cx- 
pci’iment wa.s conducted at tlie 
Nappan Experimnetal Faim on 
tlie leeding value ol corn yersuf; 
barley fur growing and fatten¬ 
ing hogs. The pigs were fed 
undei both inside and outside 
conditions and were given an 
addition of green feed to their 
lations. Tho Ijaiiey led lots av¬ 
eraged slightly highei in aver¬ 
age daily gains and would tliu.s 
i)C ready iui market somewhat 
sooner. The barley lots gaine;l 
1.22 pounds per pig pCi day, 
while the corn lots gained l.lt> 
pounds \w plK 

ley and corn were evaluated in 
the meal mixture at the same 
cost.
